THE SENATE GRANTS SOME SMALL 
FAVORS TO THE PEOPLE. 


fre House Conc’udss the Iron Schedule-—Ssvoeral 
Changes Aff ,oted by the Pertenacity of Mr. Tack- 
er—A Might Session of the House OCon- 
sumed by Long Speech Making. 


Wasm~eton, February 8.—On motion of 
Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, a joint resolu 
tion was passed to admit free of duty a mon- 
ument to George Washington, to be imported 
by the Philadelphia society of the Cincin- 
nati. The house then, at 11:20, went into 
committee of the whole on the tariff bill, 
the leading amendments being those offered 
by Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, and Mr. Morri- 
son of Illinois, fixing the duty on steel rails 
at seven-tenths of one cent per pound and 
€fteen dollars per ton respectively. Mr. Mills, 
of Texas, advocated the imposing of a duty 
of forty-five per cent ad valorem, claiming 
that the present rate was absolutely prohibi- 
tory. Mr. Tucker withdrew his amendment 
and accepted in lieuof it Mr. Morrison’s 
amendment, fixing the rate at fifteen dollars 
a ton. The amendment was agreed to. 
Ayes 110, nays 90. This fixes 
the duty at fifteen dollars per ton. By a vote 
of 91 to 90 the clause relative to bar iron was 
amended so as to read as follows: Iron in 
hars or bundles, rolled or bammered, com- 
prising flats, not less than “one inch or 
more than six inches wide, nor less than % 
ef aninch or more tham 2 inches thick; 
rounds not less than three fourths of an inch, 
nor more than 2 inches in diameter, and 
squares not less than three-fourths of an inch, 
nor more than 2 inches square, nine tenths of 
one cent per pound; comprising flats less 
than three eighths of an inch or more than 2 
inches thick or less than one_ inch 
or more than six inches wide, rounds less 
than three-fourths of an inch or more than 
two inches in diameter and squares less than 
three-fourths of an inch or more than two 
inches square. one cent and two-tenths of one 
cent per pound, but all iron in slabs, blooms, 
loops or other furms, less finished than iron in 
bars and more advanced than pig iron, except 
castings, shall be rated as iron in bars and 


ay duty accordingly, which shall not 
be: at less rate than 35 _ per 
cent ad valorem, (before amended 


the 35 pereent clause applied to the whole 
paragrapli). A proviso was adopted that char 
coal iron, as described in the preceding para- 
graph, shall be subject to a auty ofs$2z2 per 
ton. Mn Tucker moved to make the duty on 
iron or steel rails weighing not over 25 pounds 
to the yard $20 per ton. Avxreed to. Upon 
another amendment, a general debate upon 
the tariff question occupied considerable time. 
The committee rose,and Mr. Kelley ma‘e an 
attempt to limit the discussion on the pend- 
ing paragraph to five minutes. This was op- 
posed by thie democratic side, and after the 
roll call a compromise was agreed to, limiting 
the time to thirty minutes, and the house 
again went into committee of the whole. 
Without acting on the pending amendment. 
the committee rose, and the house at 5:30 
took a recess till 7:30, when the legislative 
appropriation bill will be taken up for con- 
sideration. 

Upon the reassembling, after the recess, the 
house went in comuni:tee of the whole on the 
legislative apprupriation bill. After an ex- 

lanation of the measure by Mr. Cannon, of 
llinois, Mr. Flower, of New York, took ad- 
vantage of the general debate to discuss the 
pending tariff bill. He concluded a long 
speech on the subject with the expression of 
the opinion that the tariff would be made 
this session. .The legislative appropriation 
bill wasthen read by sections for amendment. 
The first vote takeu showed no quorum and 
the house adjourned.

The Senate Considers Some Few Orumbs of Comfort 
for the Peopte. 

Wasuineton, February 8.—At the close of 
the morning business the senate, on motion of 
Mr. McPherson, helda brief executive session. 
When the doors were re-opened the tariff bill 
was taken up, and consideration of the free 
list was begun. Mr. Hawley moved to strike 
out garden seeds. Lost—ayes 25, nays 3.. 
Bitumen aspbaltum and books, and all print- 
ed matter not specially provided for, engrav- 
ings. etc., were placed on the free list. A 
motion to put jate on the free list was 
lost, 21 to 33, but jute buttes were p'aced on 
the free list. A motion to strike cocoons and 
raw silk from the free list was lost, 7 to 39 
The reading of the free list was then com- 
pleted. Mr. Allison offered an amendment 
which wasordered printed, providing for a 
refund of 90 per cent of the duty paid on 
imported salt, used in curing meats exported 
from this country. Mr. Bayard moved to 
add to the natural mineral waters in the free 
list the words, “together with the bottles in 
which they are contained.”’ With this 
amendment pending, the senate at 6:15 ad- 
journed.,

THE CANAL SCHEME. 


The Piaus fer Digging Acrons Niearagua, and How 
They Stand in Congress. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Washinoton, February 8.—The Nicar- 
aguan canal job gota black eye in the house 
yesterday, when its friends tried to make it 
the special order for the 15th of the present 
month. The report in favor of the 
bill was engineered through Kasson's 
committee, a copcern arranged with Keifer’s 
usual dexterity In preparing the way for 
crookedness. But in tke committee there 
Were men smart enough to see through the 
thin dispuises and honest enough to expose 
them. There the lead against the bill was 
taken by Mr. Blount, of Georgia, and the 
adverse report prepared by him and signed 
also by Mr. Deuster, gives in a nutshell the 
reasons why the bill ought notto pass. It 
summarizes the argument against 
the enormous subsidy asked and the 
danger to our national policy arising from the 
loose provisions of the proposed charter, which 
aight open oureyes at any time to finda 
rival power established at our doors 
with all the advantages the proposed 
canal would give. As Mr. Blount had led the 
attacks on the bill in committee it was his 
place to take charge of the opposition to fix- 
ing atime for considering such trash when 
the session is too short to finish the tariff dis- 
cussion. He repeated in strength. 
to the house some of the reasons he urged in 
committee against the bill, and it fell far short 
of the two-thirds necessary to bring it up for 
special consideration. If ttshould come up, 


or rather when it does come up, for 
the powers back of it in 
the lobby and on _ the _ floor’ are 


not daunted by repeated failures, when the 
real debate is bad the inwardness of this bill 
will be exposed in a way to make it odious 
forever. General Rosencrans favors it, and 
probably with an honest motive to promote 
the interests of San Francisco, but the almost 
solid strength of the democrats is against it. 
After this congress goes out the chances of 
the scheme wili be fearfully weakened. That 
is why the defeat of yesterday was so bitter to 
its friends.

_ THE RUSHING RIVERS. 


DESTRUCTION SWEEPING DOWN 
THE OHIO VALLEY. 


The Kanewhs, the Monongahela and the Headwaters 
ofthe Ohio Pour Down Their Ficods Through 
the Vailey—Peopie Washed Out, Furnaces 
Stopped, and a wads ie 


PrrrssurG, Pa., February 8.—The flood in 
the Monongahela river reached the highest 
point, 28 feet, at 3 o’clock this morning, and 
soon after began to recede, owing to the cold 
weather, which shut off the small streams. 
The water did not get as high as anticipated 
by several feet. The damage here is almost 
wholly from inundation, but the loss trom 
that is considerable. All the mills along both 
rivers are submerged and operations are sus- 
pended. Many storesin the lower portions of 
the two cities are under water, and hundreds 
of families on the south side and in thealleys 
haye been compelicd to leave their homes 
until the flood subsides. Dispatches from the 
towns along the Monongahela report great 


damage from inundation. The water at all 
points is subsiding, and no more damage is 
apprehended. 

THE HIGHEST KNOWN SINCE 1860, 

BaLTIMoRR, Maryland, gh nny, A 8,—A 
special from Parkersburg, West Virginia, 
says: There is in this city the highest flood 
known since 1860. At nine a. m, this morn- 
ing the river was forty-four feet above low 
water. The houses on the Ohio river side, to 
Ann street, are inundated, also on the 
Kanawah side to Court street. Three hundred 
persons are homeless. Every mill in the 
city is under water. The pulp mill holds 
only by afrail boom. The lossis fully $100,- 
000. No livesare lost. The Kanawah river 
is rushing out at atremendous rate. Unless 
the back water can check it, it will carry 
away the iron bridge. The water is within 
one foot of the furnace fires of the post-office. 
A special from Pomeroy, Ohio, says: Our city 
is completely under water and the entire 
people have been compelled to seek safety on 
the hill tops. The waters of the Ohio bave 
reached a point higher than has been known 
before and are still rising. The people are 
filled with apprehension, and the most serious 
results are anticipated. The weather is cold 
and there is much suffering, especially among 
the poorer classes. So suddenly did the waters 
come upon the town the business men had no 
time to move the yoods to a place of safety. 
Twenty-eight salt works are under water, en- 
tailing aloss of 100,000 barrels of salt. The 
rolling mills are closed, and all other business 
isentirely suspended. Similar reports come 
from points ali along the river. The Journal 
and other newspaper buildings have been 
washed out. 

THE PEOPLE PANIC-STRICKEN. 

Wuee.ine, February 8.—The river here 
has sgain reached thirty-seven and a half 
feet, about the highest point reached on 
Tuesday and only two feet more are expected, 
Itis now rising about two inches per hour. 
Exaggerated reports reached this city last 
night of a coming flood, and crowds of panic- 
stricken residents on the lower grounds are 
moving out of the lower stories. The bridge 
connecting this city with the Crescent mills, 
over Wheeling creek, parted in the night. 
The creek was much swollen, and several 
small houses on its banks were washed away, 
but no one was hurt. The railroad bridges 
were weighted down with heavy trains, thus 
keeping them from being swept away. At 
Bellaire, Ohio, opposite this city, on the Bal- 
tim re, Zanesville and Columbus road, trains 
eannot reach the city by a distance of two 
miles, and freght and passengers are trans- 
ferred by steamboats. The water has entered 
the cellars of the business houses, several 
squares from the river, and the stredts are full 
ot merchandise. The Sister Islands, six 
miles upthejriver, arejsubmerged. \_ 

ALONG THE OHIO. 

February 8.—The Ohio river 
its entire length. It is almost 
unprecedented. At Wheeling the rise is 
thirty feet and is still rising Boats cannot 
pass under the bridge. Marietta is flooded 
more than ever. The railroad track between 
Marietta and Belfre is six feet under water 
The Times-Star special says: ‘‘OCatletsburg is 
already flooded and more damage is expected 
on account of the great rise in Sandy river. 
At Potsmouth the rise is fifty-five feet, and 
is still rising. A considerable portion of the 
city is under water. The Scioto river is 
also rising. Norton Portsmouth isunder water. 
The river there continues to 
rise, being fifty-two feet and eight 
inchesat one o’clock Newport, Kentucky, 
sufters most at present. Many houses are al- 
ready invaded by the water, and the people 
are moving out. The Anchor iron and steel 
works, the Newport iron and pipe foundry, 
and the greater part of Swift’s rolling mill 
have been compelled to suspend business. 
The merchants along the river front of the 
city are busy removing goods from their cel- 
lars and first floors. No further damage to 
coal barges have occurred. As yet no rail- 
roads have been submerged, but they will be 
to morrow if the rise continues. 

The survivors of the disaster to the steamer 
Menmore Castle, which foundered in the bay 
of Biscay on the 2d instant, existed for three 
days by chewing flannel vests. The third 
officer became raving mad and jumped over- 
board, but was rescued. 


THE ST. LOUIS TRAGEDY. 


CINCINNATI, 
is rising alon 


The Affectienate Wife Buried Away From the Mur 
derer and Suicide. 

Sr. Louis, February 8.—The body of John 
Parker still lies on a slab in the morgue, but 
that of his wife was taken away from bis side 
at noon and conveyed by her mother and 
friends to the Calvary cemetery. The ex- 
pense of the funeral will be borne by the 
mother, who refuses to allow her daughter’s 
corpse to be placed by the side of that of the 
murderer in unconsecrated ground. The 


daughter was married to Parker against 
her mother's wish, but” the in- 
difference heretofore manifested in 


relation to the disobedient child has been in- 
tensified to hatred of the murderer. The hus- 
band is to be buried to-morrow afternoon. 
The expense wil! be borne by the father. The 
morgue is surrounded by multitudes of both 
sexes, but they are not allowed to enter. 
Parker's cell-mate says that Parker ate scap 
for the purpose of becoming sick, so that be 
might be moved to the hospital. Soap eaten 
irritates the stomach, and was recently re- 
sorted to by an eastern convict to produce 
sickness which resulted in a pardon by the 
governor. But the governor subsequently 
found bim out and revoked the pirdon, Par 
ker injured himself with the lye used in 
making soap; then he became desperate and 
resolyed upon suicide. 


THE CREDIT OF TENNESSEE. 


The Gevernor’s Message- in Empty Treasury—The 
State Bonds. 
NASHVILLE, February 8.—The message of 
Governor Bates was read before the legisla- 
ture this afternoon. Tne greater portion of 
it refers to the settlement of the state débt. . 
The governor says that the payment of inter- 
est on bonds funded under the sixty and six 
act, together with the late defaication, has 
left the treasury comparatively empty. He 
maintains that none of the five funding acts 
grew outof the expression of the popular 
will, nor were they aequiesced in by the peo- 
ple after their passage. The people, seeing 


the constant and systematic efforts to foist 
upon them laws touching the state debt and 


witnessing the schemes and practices of cor- 
rupt speculators and lobbyists, who were prey- 
ing upon the cripled credit of Tennessee. took 
the matterin their hands, and for the first 
time expressed their will through the ballot 
box last November to tender terms of settle- 
it die which every disinterested, 
ing m 
Pe eae & Man must regard as jnst to all 
The governor reviewed at length the his- 
tory of the creation of the debts, and stated 
that $14,000,000 of the bonds were issued to 
railroads immediately after the war, whep a 
majority of the citizens were disfranchised, 
andit isa pore published history in connec- 
tion with the issuance of these bonds that the 
purchasers were put upon their guard, Pre- 
vious investigations show that many 
bonds ‘were issued wrongfully. The 
devastation of war, usurpation and 
misrule of the state government, 
the tardy recuperation therefrom. the doubt. 
ful authority of the state governments which 
issued certain of these bonds, have been re- 
cognized and acted on by the holders of other 
southern . securities as just and equitable 
reasons foran abatement of the amount of 
debt. The governor doubts if any southern 
state has settled this class of business on 
more liberal terms than those proposed 
by Tennessee. In accordance with the will 
of the people he, therefore, suggested the 
tender of settlement of the state debt proper 
in full, less the war interest, the same interest 
as on the original bonds; alse those held by 
the educational and charitable institutions, 
and the twenty-nine bonds of Mrs. Polk. He 
suggests that the remainder, or the ‘‘contin- 
gent debt,” be settled at fifty cents on the 
dollar, principal and interest, and to bear in- 
terest at 3 per cent. 


A MIDNIGHT MURDER. 


4 Mother Slain and the Family Asleep With the 
Corpse. 


Sr. Lovfs, February 8.—D. Rees, a German 
teamster, livingrwith his family ina _ tene- 
ment house in the rear of No. 2300 Mullaupy 
street, cut his wife’s throat last night with a 
razor, and then cut hisewn. The cause as- 
signed is jealousy. He was a hard-working 
man, and had accumulated $8,000 in savings, 
He ill-treated his wife continually, and on 
one occassion she left him. Sne was a 
good woman, and gave her husband no 
cause for his insane jealousy, Last 
night the coupie retired at about 10 p. m., 
with two little girls in one bed, two boys in 
another, and a baby of two years in the same 
bed with themselves. Louis, eleven years 
old, the son, was the only witness of the 
tragedy The noise aroused him, and he saw 
his father cutting his mother with a razor. 
Then he saw his father spring into the air and 
fall down near the stove. The boy then got up 
and lifted the baby Mina, who was lying 
in. the bed with her mother’s corpse, her 
night clothes soaked with her mother's blood 
into his bed. He changed the baby's clothes 
and beth went to sleep again. This morning 
when the children awoke the floor and bed 
were covered with blood. Louis tried to fiad 
the key with which his father bad locked the 
door last night, but could not, and it was not 
until nearly 9 a. m., that the condition of af- 
fairs was discovered. D. Rees had cut his 
wife’s throat while she was asleep, and there 
was no struggle. The heads of both were 
nearly severed from the bodies. 


THE RIVER IMPROVEMENT, 


The Jettics, the Outlets and General Improvement of 
the Missisel ppl. 

WasHinGton, February 8.— The special 
committee on the improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi river has agreed upon areport, though 
it will be two or three days before it can be 
prepared. The committee is divided into 
three sub smmittees on jetties, oulets and 
general seproroment. On the jetties, the 
report will be unanimously in favor of them; 
on the outlets, six against, end three, But- 
terworth, Holman and Hazeltine in 
favor; on general improvement, 
there was a unanimous expression in favor 
of continueing the work at Plum point 
and Providence reach, with auxiliary works 
at Memphis and Vicksburg. On the question 
of levees, as ‘improvement to-low water nav- 
igation,”’ six voted against it, and Thomas 
and Ellis in favor. Carlisle reserved his 


vote. The majority believe that in this mat- 
ter it. ° will be better to 
await a further operation of 


the works at Plum point aod Providence 
reach. Mr. Burrows will write the report on 
the general improvement, Messrs, butter- 
worth, Holman and Hazeltine reserving the 
right to make a minority report. Messrs. 
Robinson, Ellis and Thomas will write so 
much of the report as appertains to jetties 
Nothing was said at the meeting this morn- 
ing about the amount of money to be expen- 
ded, but it is understood that the committee

Pants, February 8.—The socialists in 
France have decided to convene a meeting 
with a view of organizing to be in readi- 
ness for the anticipated general election for 
members of the chamber of deputies. Reu- 
ter’s Paris dispatch gives the rumor that Jules 
Ferry has declined to form a cabinet, and 
that president Grevy will summons M. Bris- 
sen for that purpose. The report of the 
committee on expulsion bill, totally re- 
jecting the bill, was read in the senate to-day. 
Debate on it is fixed for Saturday. 

The report is very short. It siates that in 
the opinion of the committee there is no 
cause for the republic either to feel alarmed 


or to resort to the violent measures embraced 
in the proposed law. It would be a step on a 
dangerous path and one contrary to the ideas 
on which the republic was founded. Rumors, 
the report says, of conflicts or of dissolution, 
ydo not disturb the committee, which is stead- 
fastly republican. Urgency was voted for the 
debate on the bill on Saturday, and much 
excitement exisis in parliamentary circles. A 
feeling of uneasiness continues here, and 
business is stagnant. The public is yearning 
for @ strong government.

A HIDDEN CRIME, 
Brought to Light by the Death-bed Coufeasion of 
One of tue Actors in a Komantic lragedy. 
From the Fairburn, Ga., News. 

The following history of a crime which, if 
it had been made public during the life of the 
perpetrators, would have added to tbe crimi- 
pal records of the country a chapter abound- 
ing in romantic horrors, has reached us; and 
we publish the facts exactly as we received 
them from a responsible party—the names 
alone being unreal: 

About the year 1857 there removed to a 
certain town in Georgia not a thousand miles 
from Fairburn an old gentleman who took 
up his abode there. He had a daughter of 
about sixteen summers who lived with bim 
and was the lightand sunshine of his hum- 
ble home. She wasa brunette,-beautiful in 
face and figure. and inte‘ligent and refined. 
She was tail and graceful, yet siender, and 
lithe as the limb of a willow. To those who 
saw beauty in womanly perfections, in her 
girlhood she gave true promise of the beau- 
tiful and voluptuous womanhvood, into which 
she bloomed at maturer years. At the death 
of her father, which occurred not long after 
their removal to the place, Miss Blank was 
left alone, and she sought in marriage that 
happiness that comeg alone through sympa- 
thy with one halosed? A young doctor bad 
also made his appearance in the place about 
that time, and a friendship between the two 
soon followed an acquantance, which ripened 
into affection. They were married, and lived 
apparently perfectiy happy, and at peace 
with the world, 

Aftera time the doctor sought a new field 
for the practice of his profession, and removed 
with his young wife to a city in Alabama. 
He was successful in his practice, aud bid 
fair to live along life of usefulness. but this 
was not tobe, In the same neighborhood in 
which the young people settled lived a man, 
whom we shail call Biink, for the reason that 
that was not hisname. He was tall and re- 


markabyv well proportioned, dark as 
a Spaniard, with piercing black 
eyes, a long, glossy, flowing 


beard, and a gaze which was magnetism itself 
—in short, a handsome man. Blink, although 
& married man, susceptible to feminine at- 
tractions, soon fell a victim to the charms of 
the doctor's wife, while she was enslaved by 
au aimiration for the handsome neighbor. 
Still the love blind doctor saw no guile in the 
wife of his bosom and while he received 
Blink at his home with the hospitality of 
friendship, be was nursing the adder that 
gave him his death-siing. 

Svon after this intimacy and fondness sprang 
up between the unfaithful wife and the dishon- 
est husband, the young doctor suddenly died, 
and the former lovely Miss Biank was a more 
lovely young widow. In quick succession 
followed the sudden demise of Mrs. Blink. 
The disconsolate widower and the charming 
widow sought each other's society ere the 
clods were well settled upon the lifeless bodies

Hie Office, 


The departure of no foreigner from Egypt 
has ever caused more regret among the foreign 
and native res dents of Cairo than bas that of 
General -Chartes P. Stone, who for twelve 
vears has served Keypt with a fidelity rarely 
to be seen in the Orient. Last T uesday even- 
ing a farewell banquet was given to the 
general by the members of the Egyptian 
Geographical Society, of which he wus presi 
dent. (wo ex-prime ministers—Nubar and 
Riaz Pashas—were present, as weil as over 
fifty other pas las, boys and officiais of lesser 
magnitude, In accept: g General Btone's 
resignation both the khedive andthe premi r 
herit Pasha—addressed to bim letters

resivnation is that be is convinced that Evy pt 
—in spite of ali England’s prostestations to 
the contrary—has become viriually a British 
province, at d that all hope has now vanished 
of ever building up an independent Egypt 
onder a successor of Mehemet All 
Fortur.a’ely for England General Stone and 
the staff officers whom he had educated were 
throughly ioyal to the khedive. They gave 
no assistance in any way to Arabi, and the 
resuit was that Sir Garnet Wolseley had only 
to encounter an army with only a body and 
legs, but without any head. General Stone 
‘sof opinion that if Arabi Pasha bad bad any 
“oimption,’’ to say pothing of military 
capacity, the British troops would have met 


with several severe defeats before they 
reached Cairo. General Stone elso states that 


bis cabinet of papers, mapsand documents 
was broken open by British soldiers and the 
contents destroyed. Among these papers 
were numerous reports and maps made by 
American officers while engaged upon recon- 
noissance duty in the Soudan, and this 
destruction is of almost irreperable loss to 
science.

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A YOUTHFUL MURDERER. 


A New Hampshire Woman Killed by Her Twelve- 
Year-Old Stepson. 

Conxcorp, February 8.—The verdict of the 
coroner's jury which held an inquest Sunday 
on the body of Mrs. Willard Oraway, of Lon- 
don. who was shot and killed bY her twelve- 
year-old stepson, Charles Ordway, Friday 
afternoon, was filed with the c.erk of the 
court this noon, together with all the evi- 
dence taken in the case. The finding is that 
deceased came to ber death from a gunshot 
wound made by the discharge 
of a gun in the bands of Charlies Ordway, aud 
the jury does not exonerate him from blame. 
The youthful murderer is lodged in jail here, 
and will be taken before a magistrate and 
fully committed to await the action of the 
erand jury in March on a charge of murder. 
Examination of the room where the deed was 
committed shows that the charge from the gun 
entered the door at the bottom, showing that 
the breech of the gun must have been held as 
high asthe boy’s shoulder when it was dis- 
charged. He ciaims that he dropped a bullet 
or Jjeaden slug into the gun. Nothing of the 
kind can be found and the officers do not be 
lieve his story He has made various contra- 
dictory statements, and the neighbors say he 
has frequently threatened to kill his ste p- 
mother, and has been known to point @gun 
at her before. He is very cool and collected, 
and apparently does not realize the terrible 
position in which he is placed. Hestill stoutly 
maintains that the killing was an accident.
